Now when I visit the Apaches, a.n ex-Apache in Apache¬ 
land, to smoke the peace pipe as of old, it is to hear of new heroes, 
new deeds, new totem poles; all are carrying on the traditions of 
our sacred hunting ground. 

To be an Apache is to be proud of it, proud of the black 
and the gold and all for which they stand. 

So, Apaches, whether your wampum belt tells of memories 
of the past, deeds of the present, or expectations of the future, 
here’s to you.
